Delegation Asks Governor To Call Special Strip Mine Session 



Spokesmen for the Appalachian Group To Save Land 
ami People pUscciled Governor Breathitt a letter Tuesday 
asking him to call a special session of the General Assembly 
Lo draft legislation prohibiting strip.mining on mountain 
land tiiat cannot be restored "to its orignal and natural con. 
dilion." 

The Governor did not say be wouldn't call such a special 
session, but he indicated that his administration wanted to do 
an objective study to see what the results of the 1964 strip 
mine controls laws are before he convenes Kentucky s law 
makers. 



The Group went to Frenkfort in a 40 car motorcade that 
formed at 9 a.m. Tuesday at Homeplace on Highway 15 North 
o^Dwarf. 

The first elements of the motorcade began arriving about 
1:15 p.m., and by two o'clock, the hour of the appointment 
with the Governor, they assembled on a portico of the Capi- 
tol Building where reporters end photographers greeted them. 

Only 10 of their number went into the Governor's office. 
The rest waited outside or in the halls of tiie Capitol until 
word came that the Governor would speak to the whole 
Group in the Health Department auditorium several blocks 
away. 

Several of the mountaineers carried placards protesting 
strip mining and ridiculing reclamation efforts. 

"Must We Ho Buried Alive?" asked one placard. Others 
said "Elderberry Bushes! How Stupid Can People Get?” and 
“Court of Appeals Says We Have No Property Rights
